The Mexican colony will be 
known as "Eden," so that there may 
be no confusion with the parent colony 
in the United States. Dowic announces 
that mules and hogs will not be allow- 
ed within the boundaries of the Mex- 
ican tract, and that an attempt will bo 
made to exterminate the flens.and mos- 
qnitos.

Another Held of industry has been 


invaded by. woman, >and the wearers 
of skirts are displacing masculine ri- 
val* ns railway station agents in Indi- 
ana, says a special dispatch from In- 
dianapolis to the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald. The Lake Eriu aiVd Western rail- 
road appointed Miss Calhryn L. Dicks 
as agent at Mount Summit, Incl., two 
years ago, nnd the experiment has re- 
sulted in such success that the rond 
has deckled to appoint women to the 
charge of all the smaller stations along 
its route. 


The application of domestic science 


to the dingy 'little station at Mount 
Summit was the lirst work of Miss 
Dicks that brought her to the notice 
of the higher oilicials of the,road. On 
their tours of inspection the officials 
had been accustomed to hurry by the 
small stations, but u few weeks after 
they had appointed the first woman on 
the" line they were induced to stop at 
Mount Summit by the local authori- 
ties. 


The railway men rubbed tbclr eyes 


wiien they alighted from ' the 
train. - 


The depot floors were scrubbed until | 
they glistened, the benches ivero free j 
of dust, curtains woi'c'at the windows, j 
(lowers were blootni'ng in a corner, and 
the waiting -room looked almost as 
dainty as u boudoir. The station had 
ccnsod to be the lounging place of vil- 
lage idlers and ins tend had become a 
clubhohso to) which the women took 
their sewing/in tlio afternoons. 


The appearance of the station made a ] 


hit with the officials of the road, end a I 
week later they niipointed three other ' 
women 'as agents in small towns. In 
each case tlie results of the change 
have been the same. The women have 
shown greater tuct in dealiug-wlth tick- 
et purchasers 
than their masculine 


predecessors displayed, and fewer com- 
plaints have been registered from the 
offices than in tlio previous ten years. 


On Inquiry the managers of the road 


found that the residents of the village? 
liked the change. Station agents in tlio 
smaller towns, It is said, arc. generally 
afflicted with a chronic "grouch," and 
this has disappeared since the -\vornen 
were installed at the stations. 


The energy of the women,has also 


increased the receipts of. the road. 
Jt 


was''found that the new agents proved 
especially valuable In increasing pat- 
ronage during the excursion season, 
tnkiu'g more 
pains and 
exhibiting 


more talent in-working up crowds than 
did their predecessors. 


In each of the four villages patrons 


have conic forth voluntarily and have 
complimented the ofH'cials of the road 
on tbe wisdom oil the'new policy. Tlie 
town council at Mount Summit wont to 
the trouble of passing resolutions to the 
effect thftt since the' chnngu had been 
made the depot Is no longer a loafing 
place and that the waiting rooms are 
made Inviting for travelers, 
v The station agents transact the busi- 
ness .for the express companies as well 
ns for the railroad, and their combined 
salaries amount to ?4ii or $00 a mouth. 
In sevcraT of the towns young women 
aro learning telegraphy, and with the 
adoption of the new policy by tlie com- 
pany tlie old railroad men see tbe 
gradual elimination of t-he masculine 
station agent and the employment in 
time of women only. At present 'it is 
estimated that twenty young women ; 
are almost expert enough in handling! 
the key to take charge of the entire 
business of a small station, and they 
will be Installed as rapidly as vacan- 
cies occur, 


"I suppose we'll be seeing women 


setting the brakes on freight trains in 
time," commented a railroad man the 
other day. 
"They seem to have the 


men on the run as station-agents, and 
some day perhaps we will have a 
woman acting us president of a trans- 
continental system. Who knows? But 
there is one job that will be always 
open to men, and let us bo thankful for 
that. 
They can't employ women as 


'barkers' at tlio stations to announce 
the arrival and departure of trains. 
Yet 1 don't know; some roud may 
make a hit with the public yet by ap- 
pointing a prima donna to sing the 
names of tlie stations instead ot hir- 
ing a man with a. 1'og born voice to 
bawl them out."

term for scarlet fever. 


U seems that most ot those who are 


now . asking for instructions desire to 
.know particularly about the proper diet 
for scarlatina. 
1 will, therefore, giva 


further instructions upon the subject, 
including Oir#ctions for this part of the 
treatment in detail. 


Let us see what the dlsesfce is, and 


its characteristics, and then the reason 
for adopting the dletical rules, which 1 
shall give, will be better understood. 


Scarlatina is an acute, contagious, in- 


fectious disease the duration of which 
is self-limited: it Is characterized by 
high fever, rapid pulse, scarlet exan-

In only a few instances have there 


been older prisoners brought here. If 
Ills health is not good he may after a 
few weeks be assigned to Captain Car- 
ter's old position of prison hospital 
clerk. At first he will be thrown in 


liable to result being nephritis (inflam- 
mation of the kidneys), uraemia (insuf- 
ficiency of urine), spinal convulsions 
and epistaxis (nose bleed). During con- 
valescence, desquamatiou (peeling, off) 
of the skin, and lining of the mouth and 
throat, occurs. Kidney troubles are 
more 'likely to develop, and are more 
serious, during desquamation. The. fe- 
ver Is liable to'run up very high,.even 
reaching as' high as 104.and IOC degrees 
Fahrenheit, and the pulse beats/running 
as'high as 110 and 120 per minute. 


When this condition exists it will be 


necessary to restrict the diet, exclusive- 
ly to milk, in some form—malted, kou- 
mis'or peptonized. If there is inflamma- 
tion of the kidneys, the milk diet should 
be continued for several weeks, and 
some authorities claim that scarlatinal 
nephritis is'averted by persisting in this 
milk diet from the beginning, and con- 
tinuing for'several weeks. When this 
regime is maintained it is necessary to 
give about four ounces of the lluid every 
hour. 


During the time the fever is present, 


which does not. as a rule, exceed but a 
few days, liquid food should be the only 
form of nutrition. 


There is another thing which must 


be carefully avoided, and that is the 
renal pa'ssage of albumen or, technical- 
ly, albuminuria. The milk diet 'is usu- 
ally' all that is required for this, if it is 
begun early, and persisted In. " This 
liquid food can be alternated as follows: 
Milk, malted milk, koumls. soups, broth, 
farinacious gruels, etc. As there is lia- 
bility to renal irritation during desqua- 
mation, very' little nitrogenous (con- 
taining nitrogen) food should be given, 
with the exception'of milk'and malted 
millC'iislng large quantities of'these 
liquids, to stimulate'uremesi3. 


As the throat is generally affected, it 


frequently occurs that there is dryness 
of the mouth, thirst and difficulty in 
swallowing. 
Then tho juices of such 


fruits as oranges (quite sour), lemons, 
barley water, frappe, etc., should be 
given in larger quantities. 


Even though there has been a light 


attack, there should bo great precaution 
exercised In the diet of convalescing pa- 
tients. It often occurs that the appetite 
is too vigorous. They should not be 
permitted to overload the stomach, tow- 
ever, shortening the duration of'the in- 
;ervals between meals, instead. 


The following may be given as the pa- 


tient gains in strength:' 
'' Milk toast, cream toast, soft-boiled or 
ppached 'eggs, eggnog without the 
liquor, small 'portions of mashed baked 
potato, sweet oranges, stewed .'prunes, 
jaked apples with cream, small quanti- 
ties of dates and figs, using care not to 
overburden the stomach with too much., 
a t a time..

These instructions; if followed in con- 


nection with t'hose given in a previous 
lecture, will be successful in tiding the 
patient safely over the severest case o£ 
scarlatina.

Progress of Education, and Growth of 


Christianity Doing Much 


in India. 


How to improve the condition ,of Jf.a 


women is one of the greatest problems 
which faces India. That their lot has 
been a hard one; that they .have not 
been given a fair chance in life; that the 
natives'of India can never rise to a high 
.position among the nations until their 
women have been elevated, is. being 
more and. more commonly • admitted, 
sayn the Southern Workman. 


With the progress of' education and 


the growth of the Christian community,1 


Indian women are sloivly coming to un- 
derstand that many spheres of activity 
and usefulness which hitherto 
have 


been closed to them are as appropriate 
for them as for their husbands and bro- 
thers. For the present the Christian 
community must J.ead in all these move- 
ments. The Marathi mission of the 
American board, working in the Bom- 
bay presidency, has now fairly devel- 
oped several industries for girls. The 
most important are weaving with hand 
looms, rug-making, lace embroidery, 
and art naedlework. The objections to 
the first and second of these are that tho 
profits are small, and that they require 
machinery and equipments which pre- 
vent their being developed except in 
factories. In India,-nyich more than in 
the United States, factories are unsafe 
places for girla. The third and fourth 
industries are most appropriate for In- 
.dian young women. They can be devel- 
oped in private homes or anywhere else; 
they require only a small and inexpen- 
sive outfit tBey offer large scope for 
skill, intelligence and taste, and also 
bring fair profits.
